Me s dames  and  Gentlemen, 

. I have  the  honour  to  present  my  thirteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  Herne  Bay,  with  v/hich  is  included 
the  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Vital  Statistics;  The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban  District 

shov;  an  increase  in  the  population  (as 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General j of  some  40  people.  A 
slight  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  is  shown  - 12.95  in  1955  ns 
compared  with  11*42  in  1954* 

The  Death  Rate  decreased  (very  slightlyj  from  11. 3 in 
1954  to  9.9  in  1955?  and  by  referring  to  the  table  on  page  9 
it  will  be  noted  that  7Q:^  of  the  deaths  were  in  the  70  to  100 
years’  groups  and  by  reference  to  the  table  on  page  8 the  main 
cause  of  these  deaths  is  again  shovm  to  be  the  Heart  Diseases. 
There  was  a (considerable)  decrease  in  the  Death  Rate  of 
Infants  under  one  year  of  age,  this  being  21.02  per  1,000 
live  births  as  against  23 *30  in  1954*  Tv/o  of  the  three 
deaths  were  due  to  congenital  deformities  and  one  baby  died 
from  pneumonia . The  progress  made  in  combatting  infant  deaths 
speaks  for  itself.  The  stillbirth  rate  vvas  also  lower  than  the, 
previous  year;  and  once  again  no  maternal  deaths  wore  reported. 

Infectious  Diseases:  ' As  regards  the  incidence  of  infectious 

diseases,  the  number  of  notifications 
received  (421)  v/as  higher  in  1955  than  in  the  previous  year 
when  the  number  was  225*  The  increased  number  is  largely  due 
to  the  outbreak  of  Measles  during  the  summer  months  - (257 
cases  were  notified  in  1955  a.gainst  6 in  1954?  which  was 
the  lowest  figure  for  Measles  in  any  year  since  1947-/* 


There  v/as  almost  the  same  number  of  Chickenpox  notifica- 
tions - 137  as  against  144  in  1954* 

Again  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred.  This  is  the 
second  year,  but  there  is  no  ground  for  complacency  on  this 
score  as  the  disease  appears  in  epidemic  form  sometimes  in 
areas  v/hich  have  been  free  for  long  periods. 

Health  and  Locial  Services:  The  Health  f ervices  provided  in 

the  town,  through  the  National 

Health  bervice  Act,  arc  sot  out  in  the  report  in  some  detail; 
they  are  available  to  all  the  inhabitants  and  they  are  adequate. 

Mention  should  again  be  made  of  much  good  v/ork  carried 
out  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  by  members  of  the 
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staff  of  the  Health  Services  operated,  by  the  County  Council; 
v/ith  particular  reference  to  the  many  and  varied  duties 
performed  by  Health  Vieitors,  Midv/ives?  Hone  Nurses, 

Children' s ’J^elfare  Officers,  District  Officers,  Domestic 
and  Hone  Helpers,  etc.;  and  also  the  various  voluntary 
or r.anisations  in  the  tov^n  such  as  the  Old  People's  V/elfare 
Comnittoos,  the  British  Bed  Cross  bociet'^'-,  the  V/.V.S.,  and 
many  others.  These  v/orkers  do  much  for  the  comfort  and  ^veil- 
being  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  tov/n  and  their  v/ork  is 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  people  concerned. 

Kousin.a ; Housing  continued  to  be  one  of  the  chief  matters 

claiming  the  attention  of  the  Urban  District  Council; 
and  U3  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year.  In  addition 
there  were  8 flats  under  construction  at  the  end  of  1955*  70 

houses  have  been  scheduled  as  unfit  and  it  is  hoped  to  deal 
with  them  by  demolition  or  closure  during  the  five  year  period 
1955  - 'I960. 

Generali  It  has  been  said  that  "the  effectiveness  and  value  of 
any  public  health  organisation  rests,  in  large 
measure,  on  the  quality  and  degree  of  co-o.ncration 
and  integration  between  the  members  of  the  group  jointly 
concerned  with  its  aims  and  purposes.  It  is  as  a group  of 
individuals  working  together  tov/ards  a common  end,  each  with 
the  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  others  place  and 
function,  and  not  merely  as  a dop.artmental  machine,  that  the 
Public  Health  Department  must  be  envisaged." 

V/ith  this  thought  in  mind  I should  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  to  the  Chairman  and  llcmbers  of  the 
Public  Health  Cormitr.ee  my  appreciation  for  their  s-umport  a.nd 
encouragement  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  arc  also  due  to  all  member s of  the  local 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  way  in 
v/hich  they  have  carried  out  their  duties;  to  the  btaffs  of 
the  Kent  County  Health  Cervices  and  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  Services  covering  the  Kerne  Bay  Urban  District;  and 
to  the  Medical  Practiticynor s practising  in  the  to'.vn,  for 
their  willing,  co-operation- and  assistance  at  all  timers  in 
the  oublic  health  v/ork  of  our  tov/n.

Bounded  on  the  north  side  by  the  North 
Sea?  it  is  almost  surrounded  by  the  rural  villages 
of  the  Bridgc-Blean  Rural  District;  from  the  east 
and  west  it  lies  between  the  ¥hitstable  Urban  District 
and  Birchington  in  the  Borough  of  Margate,  and  the 
south  side  of  the  tovm  is  approximatr ly  eight  miles 
from  the  City  of  Canterbury. 

The  town  is  essentially  a holiday  resort,  and 
a large  percentage  of  the  population  is  engaged  in 
catering  for  the  needs  of  the  visitors  who  take 
holidays  there  during  the  summer  months,' when  the 
population  figure  is  almost  double  that  of  the  ?/inter 
period.

The  Kent  County  Council  control  ’'Bate sholme'' , 

Grand  Drive,  which  is  a children's  home  accommodating 
20  unwanted  children.  Here  they  are  given  the  oppor- 
tunity of  enjoying  communal  life  in  an  harmonious 
atmosphere,  superintended  by  trained  nurses  and  other 
staff.  Also,  there  are  three  residential  and  cay 
nurseries,  which  in  all  accommodate  approximately  90 
children. 
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At  "Cr ipplecraft" , strode  Park,  Herne,  there  is 
accommodation  for  a large  number  of  disabled  persons; _ 
here  they  are  taught  different  trades  suitable  to  their 
disability.  Many  useful  and  attractive  articles  are 
made  by  the  physically  disabled  inmates. 


PUBLIC  MORTUitRY. 


The  Council  ov/n  an  up  to  date  public  mortuary 
comprising  a post-mortem  room  with  refrigeration 
facilities  for  four  bodies;  also,  a panelled  chapel 
and  viewing  room  which  has  independent  access. 

Mr.  B.I  . Jempson  of  the  Health.  Department  acts  as 
Mortuary  Luperintendent , and  keeps  all  records  of  the 
bodies  admitted  and  of  post-mortem  examinations.  He 
also  maintains  an  attractive  garden  at  the  mortuary 
entrance . 

During  the  year  60  bodies  v/ere  admitted,  and  post- 
mortem examinations  v/ere  held  there. 


BCrOOLb . 

There  are  five  Boarding  bchools  and  one  Day  bchool 
in  the  Urban  District  with  accommodation  for  some  750 
pupils. 

In  addition  there  are  four  County  Primary^  and 
Junior  Schools  and  one  County  Modern  bchool,  attended 
by  approximately  1 ?770  pupils. 

Since.  1952  the  Kent  education  Committee  has_ 
constructed  a new  County  Modern  bchool  at  Greenhill,  a 
new  Junior  and  Infants’  bchool  at  Hampton,  and  has 
improved  the  King*  s Road  Schools  which  are  now  used 
only  for  infants  and  juniors. 

Improvements  at  Herne  Church  of  Pngland  School 
were  completed  in  1955*  additional  classroom,  staif 

room,  adeauate  ablution  facilities,  staff  conveniences 
and  a spacious  lobby  arc  amongst  the  improvements  which 
have  transformed  the  Kerne  School,  now  attended  by 
170  pupils. 
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MASS  RixDIQGILxPHY  SURVEY . 


At  the  beginning  of  February,  1955?  and  extending 
for  a period  of  six  vrceks,  a survey  centre  was  installed 
in  the  town,  to  give  residents  the  opportunity  of  being 
ex-rayed.

Prom  the  above  figures  it  v/ill  be  noted  that  the 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  showed  a substan- 
tial increase  upon  the  previous  year' s total  notified 
cases  - 421  as  against  225-  The  prevailing  diseases 
were  clearly  Measles  and  Chickenpox,  but  these  figures 
are  offset  by  the  small  number  of  notified  cases  of 
more  serious  diseases. 

The  figure  of  421  notifications  mainly  comprises 
cases  of  Chickenpox  and  Measles  occurring  amongst  the 
younger  age  groups J they  appear  to  represent  epidemics 
in  schools  and  children’s  homes,  and  fortunately  none 
of  the  cases  were  fatal. 

The  incidence  of  more  serious  diseases  \/as  very 
slight,  and  seems  to  be  an  indication  of  the  general 
health-giving  qualities  of  the  area.

Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I an  pleased  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  •195551  v/hich  was  the  nineteenth  year  of  my  service 
at  Herne  Bay. 

Housing  continued  to  occupy  first  place  in  the 
problems-  of  your  Public  Health  Department,  as  it  has 
done  since  the  end  of  the  war. 

During  the  year  under  reviev7,  a survey  of  unfit 
houses  v/as  carried  out  as  required  by  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  195U»  70  unfit  houses  v/ere 

scheduled  for  demolition  or  closure  during  a five  year 
period  commencing  from  beptember,  1955* 

Further  progress  v/as  made  with  the  release  of 
requisitioned  houses,  and  by  December,  1955  only 
9 families  remained  at  requisitioned  houses,  whereas 
there  were  formerly  7I • 

Building  quotas  have  been  abolished,  and  the 
Council's  immediate  programme  is  to  build  a further 
22  houses  and  26  flats. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1954?  I mentioned  that  we 
might  expect  the  ’’v/aiting  list”  to  fluctuate  around 
the  300  figure  for  the  ne«t  fev:  years;  that  anticipation 
has  been  borne  out  for  the  year  1955* 

At  December  the  Council  had  722  houses,  flats 
and  prefabricated  bungalov/s.  These  are  now  given 
up  by  their  tenants  at  the  rate  of  24  a year.  Hardly 
a month  nov;  passes  v/ithout  One  or  more  applications 
■from  tenants  for  consent  to  exchange  houses  with 
tenants  residing  in  other  areas  v/here  there  are  better 
prospects  of  employment. 

The  Council  -will  have  to  seriously  consider  these 
trends  and  the  influence  they  could  have  upon  the 
future  housing  policy. 
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No  ''Certificates  of  Disrepair"  were  applied  for  by  j 
tenants  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954*  I 

j 

It  has  been  decided  to  adopt  Regulations  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  for  securing  tne  proper  ventilation 
and  lighting  of  underground  rooms,  and  the  protection 
of  such  rooms  against  dampness,  effluvia,  and  exhala- 
tions. There  are  not  a large  number  of  underground 
rooms  at  Herne  Bay,  but  there  are  sufficient  to  justify 
the  adoption  of  these  regulations  which  are  particularly 
useful  in  securing  the  closure  of  unfit  basement  rooms. 

1955  was  an  important  year  for  Pood  Legislation. 

The  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  “ which  is  a consolidating 
Act  - also  contains  some  important  changes.  The  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955  of  oven  greater  importance 
as  a means  of  giving  practical  application  to  the 
principles  of  hygiene  at  food  premises.  Both  the  Act 
and  the  Regulations  were  laid  before  Parliament  in 
1955?  and  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1956. 

The  6th  December,  1955  is  a date  to  be  remembered 
in  the  long  struggle  to  secure  a safe  milk  supply.  On 
that  day  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified 
^reas)  (No. 2)  Order  came  into  force.  Prom  that  date 
the  sale  of  milk  by  retail  has  been  restricted  to  the 
suppliers  of  designated  milk  - namely,  milk  which  is 
pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested.  The 
Order  applies  to  a v/ido  area  including  Herne  Bay.  With 
the  making  of  this  Order,  the  Ministry  of  -ligriculture , 

I isheries  and  Pood  announced  that  76;.o  of  the  population 
of  England  and  Wales  are  living  in  "Specified  Areas"  in 
which  only  safe  milk  may  be  sold  by  retail. 

Prom  Milk  and  Pood  to  footpaths  - those  are  often 
in  a disgraceful  condition  as  a result  of  fouling  by 
dogs.  Y/e  seem  to  have  a very  large  dog  population  in 
Herne  Bay,  probably  because  there  is  a high  proportion 
of  aged  residents.  They  quite  understandably  like  the  i 
company  of  dogs,  especially  those  old  people  who 
unfortunately  have  to  live  alone.  On  the  1 6th  November  , 
a byelaw  was  made  by  the  Kent  County  Council  to  operate  ; 
from  the  1st  March,  1956.  After  that  date  it  v/ill  be  m 
an  offence  for  any  person  in  charge  of  a dog  to  allow  ^ 
the  dog  to  foul  the  footpath  of  any  street  or  public 
place  by  depositing  its  excretment  thereon.  Reason-  ''  I 
able  dog  owners  will  not  find  the  byelaw  irksome;  { 

others  will  deserve  the  fine  of  £5*  v/hich  is  the 
penaltj^  for  offending  against  the  byelaw. 

Public  Conveniences  are  frequently  discussed  at  .■j 

monthly  meetings  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committee,  v/hich  is  responsible  for  the  management  and  ; 


control  of  all  Council-ov/ned  conveniences  in  the  town. 
The  considerable  increase  in  the  cost  of  administering 
a public  service  - for  v/hich  it  is  not  thought 
desirable  to  increase  charges--  has  presented  difficul- 
ties. Staffing  has  been  reduced  to  a mere  skeleton 
of  what  it  used  to  be,  and  conveniences  v/hich  had  whole- 
time  attendants  are  nov/  cleansed  by  visiting  cleaners. 

At  such  conveniences,  wash  and  brush-up  facilities  are 
unused.  It  has  been  decided  to  open  up  these  facilities 
and  to  allow  the  public  their  free  use.  Machines  will 
be  installed  for  those  v/ho  wish  to  purchase  paper 
towels  and  soap.  In  the  first  instance  this  v/ill  be 
experimental  at  a tew  conveniences.  Prom  the  Public 
Health  standpoint  it  gives  practical  encouragement  to 
the  observance  of  personal  hygiene. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  most  sincerely 
for  the  encouragement  and  support  I receive. 

I also  appreciate  the  assistance  I receive  from 
chief  officers  and  staff  of  other  departments  of  the 
Council. 

I am  grateful  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Department  for  conscientious  attention  to  their 
duties .

WATER . 


The  public  v/ater  supply  provided  by  the  Herne  Bay 
Waterworks  Company  is  consistently  pure.  Regular  and 
frequent  samples  shov/  that  it  is  of  excellent  organic 
quality  and  bacteriological  standard. 

This  supply  is  constant  and  abundant  and  is 
derived  from  a deep  v/ell  at  Ford.  It  is  chlorinated 
before  distribution.  The  water  is  exceedingly  hard 
and  is  therefore  not  plurabo  solvent.  The  Analyst 
has  commented  upon  the  increased  and  progressive 
salinity  of  the  water  supply.  There  has  been  a 50$^ 
increase  in  salinity  since  1948*  The  salt  content  is 
increasing  each  year  at  the  rate  of  20  parts  per 
million,  and  has  now  reached  360  parts  per  million. 
The  salt  can  just  be  detected  by  a sensitive  palate 
but  it  is  not  noticed  by  those  who  are  accustomed  to 
drinking  it  regularly.  It  is  not  in  any  v/ay  harmful. 


There  remnin  scattered  about  the  rural  area 
16  houses  served  by  wells,  springs  and  stored  rain- 
water. This  sunply  is  of  doubtful  purity  and  is  often 
insufficient  during  the  summer  months.  All  other 
houses  in  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  public  mains.  There  has  been  steady  progress 
in  securing  the  provision  of  main  water  supply  to  replace 
supplies  from  polluted  v/olls,  etc.  During  1955?  ^ 
further  seven  houses  were  provided  with  main  water 
supply.  In  1938  there  were  ninety  houses  without  main 
water  supply,  and  that  number  has  been  reduced  to 
sixteen. 


Examination  of  Water  Samples.

Three  of  the  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological 
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examination  were  untreated,  and  the  remaining  11 
samples  were  of  water  v/hich  had  been  chlorinated. 

Other  than  Public  Supply  - 11  samples  of 
untreated  water  v/ere  taken  from  private  wells  and 
rainwater  storage  tanks  and  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
chemical  analysis.  5 of  the  samples  proved  to  bo 
unsatisfactory  and  unfit  for  drinking  purposes 
unless  previously  boiled.  A polluted  well  was 
capped  with  concrete  to  prevent  its  continued  use 
after  main  water  supply  had  been  laid  on  at  some 
rural  cottages. 

Main  water  supply  v/as  extended  during  1955  to 
the  Roman  Galley,  Grays  Farm  and  tvro  cottages,  Oare 
Farm  Cottages,  and  a cottage  at  Lower  Herne  - seven 
properties  in  all.

There  are  7? 255  houses  and  flats  in  the  Urban 
District,  and  all  but  sixteen  are  supplied  from  the 
public  water  mains.  Pour  dv/ellings  receive  a public 
water  supply  from  outside  stand  pipes. 


DRAIN..GE  AND  &EWERAGE 


There  are  nov/  1 56  properties  which  are  not 
connected  v/ith  the  Town’s  sev/erage  system.  II5  of 
these  are  served  by  cesspools  and  39  by  pail  closets. 
The  cesspools  are  emptied  by  the  Council,  but 
occupiers  are  responsible  for  the  disposal  of  the 
contents  of  pail  closets.  At  2 houses,  pail  closets 
were  abolished  and  replaced  by  cesspool  drainage,  and 
one  new  house  was  constructed  with  cesspool  drainage. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  to  the  arrangements 
for  final  disposal  of  sewage  except  that  a purifica- 
tion plant  has  been  .constructed  at  Reculver  to  deal 
with  the  drainage  of  the  Municipal  Camp  site.  Tv/o 
small  private  sewage  purification  plants  have  been 
constructed,  one  to  deal  with  the  drainage  of  six 
cottages  at  Bloan  Woods  and  the  other  to  deal  v/ith 
the  drainage  from  a now  caravan  site  nearby. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  modernise  and  increase 
the  capacity -of  the  sewage  disposal  v/orks  at  May  Street 
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which  receive  scv;age  mainly  from  Beltinge?  Herne  and 
Broomfield.  • Sewage  from  the  remainder  of  the  district 
passes  by  gravity,  or  is  pumped,  to  a disintegrator 
station  at  the  East  Cliff,  and  thence  to  the  sea. 

At  33  occupied  dv/ellings,  choked  drains  were  cleansed 
as  a result  of  service  of  Informal  Notices.  Jit  a further 
34  properties,  drains  were  repaired  or  relaid  by  informal 
action.  In  one  ‘instance  it  v/as  necessary  for  the  Council 
to  serve  a statutory  notice  under  Section  39  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  to  secure  the  repairs  to  a drainage 
system.  The  repairs  v/ere  carried  out  by  the  Council  in 
default  of  the  ov/ner,  from  whom  the  cost  was  later 
recovered . 

Tests  were  carried  out  upon  house  drainage  systems 
at  the  request  of  their  ov/ner s and  upon  payment  of  the 
Council’s  fees.  The  charge  varies  from  one  to  throe 
guineas  per  test  according, to  the  size  of  the  drainage 
system  tested.  At  Grcenhill  a ditch  was  piped  and 
connected  to  a surface  water  sower  to  prevent . flooding 
of  dwellings  and  gardens  during  heavy  rainfall. 


RIVERS  i.ND  STREAMS 

The  River  V/antsura  forms  the  south-eastern  boundary 
of  the  district  before  it  passes  to  the  sea,  and  is  free 
from  pollution. 

The  brook  at  Hampton  has  been  loss  troublesome  since 
the  portion  adjacent  to  Sea  Street  v/as  culverted  in  1953- 
jt>.  further  portion  was  culverted  in  1955*  The  remainder 
is  sprayed  frequently  throughout  the  summer  to  prevent 
it  from  becoming  a breeding  place  for  various  insect 
pests. 

Pollution  of  a stream  by  liquid  drainage  from  pea 
silage  creates  an  unpleasant  nuisance  each  summer  at 
Ford.  It  is  a matter  v/hich  is  causing  some  concern  to 
the  Kent  River  Catchment  Board,  as  well  as  the  Council’s 
Public  Health  Department. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council’s  thirteen  public  conveniences  for 
men  and  v/omen  arc  under  the  control  of  the  Health 
Department.  These  conveniences  have  approximately 
a million  users  a year.  Four  for  v/omon  and  two  for 
men  have  turnstiles,  and  the  remainder  have  independent 
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coin  locks  upon  entry  doors.  Cage  pattern  turnstiles 
are  in  use?  except  at  Parade  and  Tov/er  Ladies’ 
conveniences  whore  the  low  type  of  turnstile  has  been 
installed  to  replace  the  cage  pattern. 

By  the  end  of  1955  large  conveniences  for  men  and 
women  v/ere  under  construction  and  nearing  completion  at 
William  Street.  Those  are  intended  to  servo  a dual 
purpose  - to  cater  for  the  needs  of  those  who  arrive  at 
the  adjacent  car  park  in  summer,  and  for  those  who  use 
the  nearby  shopping  centre  throughout  the  year. 

Conveniences  for  men  and  women  are  also  nearing 
completion  at  Horne. 

It  is  proposed  to  build  conveniences  at  Beltinge, 
but  the  Council  has  met  with  considerable  difficulty 
in  securing  a suitable  site  acceptable  to  residents 
at  Bo  It inge . 

Wash  and  brush-up  facilities  are  available  at  five 
women’s  conveniences  and  at  four  of  the  men’s.  charge 
of  is  made  for  the  full  service  which  provides  hot 
water,  soap  and  a clean  linen  towel.  Tov^els  are 
laundered  privately  at  a lower  rate  than  the  commercial 
laundry  charge,  which  enables  the  charge  to  be  kept  at 
5d. , which  shows  no  profit. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  those  v/ho  wish  only  to  wash 
their  hands  after  using  the  toilet,  the  Council  has 
decided  to  allov/  free  use  of  wash-hand  basins  at  some 
conveniences  and  to  provide  paper  towels  V7ith  soap, 
which  can  be  purchased  from  vending  machines  for  2d. 

This  is  by  way  of  experiment  v/hich  may  be  extended  to 
all  conveniences.  Those  v/ho  desire  full  washing 
facilities  with  hot  v/ater  and  a linen  towel,  as 
described,  can  obtain  them  at  the  larger  conveniences 
for  the  usual  charge  of  5d. 

There  are  slipper  baths  at  tv/o  conveniences  - one 
for  men  and  one  for  v/omon.  During  the  summer  months 
the  baths  and  v/ash  and  brush-up  facilities  are  used  by 
approximately  ^ ,200  persons  each  week. 

Receipts  from  public  conveniences  are  slightly  less 
than  the  cost  of  wages  of  cleaners  and  attendants. 

During  1955  there  were  further  reductions  in  labour 
employed  to  maintain  cleanliness  at  conveniences  during 
the  winter.  This  v/as  done  to'  offset  v/age  increases  and 
avoid  adding  to  the  rate  burden,  but  some  insignificant 
reduction  in  the  standards  of  maintenance  at  conveniences 
is  inevitable.  Prior  to  the  v/ar  there  were  ten  v/hole- 
time  attendants  employed  throughout  thevinter.  There

are  nov/  t\/o  whole-time  cleaners  and  one  part-time 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  v/ith  temporary 
full-time  staffing  from  IVhit sun  until  teptember. 

The  present  policy  is  to  maintain  conveniences 
\7ith  adequate  staff  throughout  the  summer  months  when 
they  are  much  used,  and  to  reduce  staff  to  the  minimum 
necessary  to  maintain  reasonable  cleanliness  by  visiting 
cleaners  throughout  the  remainder  of  th<^  year  when  use 
by  the  public  is  much  reduced. 

Labour  costs  at  public  conveniences  are  an  important 
consideration o In  193-'  sin  attendant  received  approximately 
35/“  a week  in  wages  - he  no\7  receives  €7*i0«0*  per  v/eek 
of  U4  hours.  *

The  Council  has  an  arrangement  by  which  external 
urinals  and  water  closets  at  six  licensed  premises  are 
allov/ed  to  remain  open  beyonc^  licensing  hours  for  use 
by  the  public.  The  daily  lighting  and  cleansing  of  the 
six  conveniences  is  carried  out  by  the  Council. 


At  one  licensed  premises  new  conveniences  were 
provided  after  several  years'  negotiations  with  the 
ovmer  s . 


PUBLIC  cleansing. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Council's 
Surveyor.  Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from 
d\7ellinghouses  and  conveyed  by  modern  covered  moving- 
floor  vehicles  to  the  Refuse  Tip  at  Broomfield. 
Follov/ing  a local  enquiry  conducted  by  the  Hinistry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  October,  i952,  the  tip 
is  to  be  enlarged  by  40  acres. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  an  additional 
cost  of  £1 ,500  per  annum. 

Marketable  products  arc  removed  and  the  remainder 
of  the  refuse  is  tipped  in  layers  and  covered  at  the 
end  of  each  day. 

The  collection  of  refuse  from  hotels,  restaurants 
and  some  trade  promises  is  carried  out  more  frequently 
than  once  a v/eek. 

The  Surveyor’s  men  engaged  upon  refuse  collection 


[ 
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notify  the  Health  Department  of  any  defective  or 
unsatisfactory  dustbins,  or  of  houses  without  dustbins. 
Notices  are  then  served  upon  owners  or  occupiers,  to 
provide  satisfactory  bins  of  the  type  prescribed  by 
the  byelaws.  During  1955?  36  dustbins  vrcre  supplied 
by  owners  and  occupiers  upon  informal  intimation  that 
such  were  required.  In  six  instances  it  was  necessary 
to  serve  statutory  notices  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  i^ct,  1936  (Section  75 J • 

Two  notices  were  served  upon  owners  and  four  upon 
tenants  after  careful  consideration  of  the  rent  and  other 
circumstances  affecting  each  property.

There  are  tv/elve  licensed  camping  sites  in  the 
Urban  District  which  accommodated  1 ,072  caravans  v/hen  a 
census  was  taken  in  June,  1955*  The  site  at  Studd  Farm, 
licensed  in  1954  for  twelve  tents  only  after  a successful 
appeal  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  was  dis- 
continued v/hen  the  farm  changed  hands. 

In  June,  1955  a neV/  site  at  Herne  Common  was 
licensed  for  75  caravans.  It  has  a private  sev/age  purifica- 
tion plant  and  is  completely  surrounded  by  woods.  It  is 
known  as  the  "Hoathwood  Caravan  Site"  and  v/ill  open  for 
the  1956  season.

The  largest  camp  is  conducted  by  the  Council  upon 
two  sites  at  P.ecu?ver-  The  site  south  of  Reculver  Towers 
is  wexl  pi' o il ui..- u.  v/ ^ uil  nities  and  useiul  facilities.  It 

has  an  ample  number  of  water  closets,  ablution  basins,  as 
well  as  showers  and  footbcCths,  all  of  which  are  contained 
in  two  spacious  brick  buildings  - one  for  each  sex.  There 
are  also  facilities  for  v/ashing  of  personal  clothing  - very 
necessary  v/here  there  are  children  upon  a holiday  of  more 
than  one  week.  For  the  summer  season,  1956  it  is  intended 
to  provide  similar  arrangements  at  the  Council’s  site  at 
the  west  of  Reculver  Towers  where  there  are  now  water 
closets,  wash  basins  and  urinals  in  temporary  buildings. 

Each,  of  the  tv/elve  licensed  sites  have  water  closets 
and  satisfactory  systems  of  drainage.  Seven  sites  are 
drained  to  the  public  sewers  one  has  a private  purification 
plant,  and  another  such  plant  is  under  construction  at  the 
Council’s  site  at  Reculver.  The  remaining  sites  are  drained 
to  cesspools  which  are  regularly  emptied  by  the  Council  at 
the  expense  of  the  site  licensees.  At  "Waterv/ays"  Caravan 
Site,  Reculver,  the  licensee  (Mr.  A.H.  Sheppard)  is 
constructing  nevr  conveniences  with  water  closets  and 
washing  facilities  at  the  eastern  end  of  his  site;  this 
he  is  doing  to  meet  the  Council’ s request  and  it  will  more 
than  double  the  sanitary  and  ablution  facilities  at  this 
site . 


Licensed  sites  are  generally  of  good  type  as  the 
Council  insists  upon  high  standards  of  sanitation,  cleanli- 
ness and  general  good  management.  Frequent  inspections  are 
made  throughout  the  summer  months  to  ensure  that  the  standard 
is  maintained - 

At  one  site  there  v/as  failure  to  maintain  the 
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required  minimum  spacing  betv/een  caravans.  The  Council  f 
has  threatened  Court  proceedings  if  the  spacing  is  not  ^ 

corrected.

During  the  school  holidays  numerous  tented  camps 
arc  set  up  by  Youth  Organisations?  which  are  exempted  from 
the  licensing  rea.uiremcnts  of  the  Public  Health  Act.  These 
camps  are  usually  very  \7ell  organised  and  conducted.  They 
continue  to  justify  the  confidence  placed  in  the  Organisa- 
tions by  the  exemption  from  licensing. 

Abbotsv/ood  Estate?  at  the  west  end  of  the  town?  v/as 
sold  as  building  plots  many  years  ago,  but  has  not  been 
developed.  In  the  past  it  has  been  a favourite  site  for 
gipsy  caravans?  but  has  been  little  used  by  them  since  a 
substantial  fence  was  erected  along  the  roadside  flanking 
the  estate.  Some  of  the  plot  owners  make  use  of  their 
sites  for  short  period  camping  during  summer  holidays. 


INSECT  PE&T&. 


Twenty  five  applications  were  received  and  dca?^t 
\/ith  for  the  destruction  of  flicS;  cockroaches , ants  5 
moths  and  wasps  nests.  In  addition,  ponds  and  streams 
were  regularly  sprayed  tliroughout  the  summer  months  for 
the  destruction  of  mosouitocs,  etc. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

A free  service  is  provided  by  the  Council  to 
occupiers  of  dwellin 'house s for  the  destruction  of  rats 
and  mice.  Half  the  cost  of  operating  the  servic-  is 
recovered  from  the  Ministry  of  Ar.riculturc , Fisheries  a. 
Food,  but  a charge  is  made  at  business  premises  and  farms 
as  these  are  not  recognised  bv  the  Ministry  for  grant 
purposes . 

During  the  year  under  review  IU6  premises  were 
treated  for  destruction  of  rats  and  mice,  and  43U  adjoining 
premises  were  surveyed  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the 
infestation.

426  dead  rats  v/cre  picked  up  during  the  treatments, 
and,  since  a proportion  only  of  the  exterminated  rats  are ‘ 
found,  a conservative  estimate  of  the  total  "kill''  would 
be  at  least  double  that  number.

RAT  DEbTRUCTIOF  IV.  . 

The  sewers  arc  treated  regularly  twice  each  year 
for  rat  destruction.  In  1955  the  first  treatment  v/as 
a'"f0.ied  in  June  when  1 60  manholes  v/ere  test  baited  in  the 
nine  sections  of  the  sewerage  system.  Three  sections 
on  .y  were  found  to  bo  rat  infested  and  they  wore  given 
the  full  poison  bait  treatment.  The  second  treatment, 
apnliod  in  October,  v/as  confined  to  the  three  sections 
found  to  be  infested  in  June;  28  manholes  were  baited 
and  ooison  bait  ta’^icn  from  8 of  then.  The  cost  of  both 
treatments  amounted  to  £72.11.5*#  which  is  the  lowest  it 
has  been  since  sewer  treatment  commenced.  Half  of  the 
cost  is  recovered  from  the  Minist'^’y  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food- 

Host  of  the  sov/orage  system  is  found  to  be 
consistently  free  from  rats;  the  c7cey;tior  ic  in  the 
town  area  and  at  Studd  Hill  where  a fev/  rats  are  found. 
There  is  evidence  from  time  to  time  that  those  sewers 
become  infested  from  the  surface  by  v/ay  of  defective 
drains.  It  is  fortunate  for  the  purpose  of  rat  control 
that  the  sewerage  system  at  Horne  Bay  is  composed  of 
nine  separate  sections.  This  isolates  infestations  and 
facilitates  rat  destruction  treatment.  In  five  of  the 
sections  there  have  been  no  rats  since  1947*

Government  appointed  a working  party  to  report  upon 
requisitioned  properties. 

The  working  party  issued  an  Interim  Report  in 
October  of  that  year  recommending  the  release  by 
specified  dates  of  all  dwellings  held  on  requisition. 

The  Report  v/as  considered  at  a special  meeting  of  the 
Housing  Committee  v/hen  it  v/^as  decided  that  25^-^  of  all 
houses  to  be  constructed  v/ould  be  used  for  transferring 
tenants  to  release  requisitioned  houses. 

In  December j 1953  the  becond  Interim  Report  was 
considered  by  the  Housing  Committee.  It  v/as  then  decided 
to  re-house  tenants  of  requisitioned  houses  and  flats  at 
35  of  the  71  houses  to  bo  constructed  at  Greenhill  and 
to  try  to  release  all  requisitioned  houses  by  the  end 
of  1956. 


By  December,  1955  so  much  progress  had  been  made 
in  releasing  requisitioned  properties  that  there  remained 
only  7 premises  in  requisition,  and  they  were  occupied  by 
9 families.

The  Council  decided  to  prohibit  the  practice,  \7hich 
damaged  lawns  and  detracted  from  the  good  appearance  of 
the  Council's  estates.  It  v;as  necessary  to  threaten 
two  tenants  with  notice  to  quit  to  abate  offences. 

The  Council  does  not  take  a negative  attitude  over 
this  subject  and  has  provided  two  garages  at  Council  houses 
on  tenants'  request.  They  are  let  at  rents  v/hich  will  meet 
the  rates  and  loan  repayments. 

It  is  unlikely  that  the  Council  would  agree  to  1 

construct  any  more  individual  garage-s  at  Council  houses, 
but  \70uld  give  permission  to  tenants  to  do  so.

The  number  of  • 
registered  dairies  is  reduced  to  three  because  other  milk^ 
distributors  novi  receive  milk  already  bottled  at  regis- 
tered premises.

There  remain  tv;o  licensed  slaughterhouses  at 
Herne  Bay,  but  they  have  not  been  used  since  1939  except 
for  an  occasional  pig  or  sheep. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1933  home  killed  meat  for 
Herne  Bay  has  been  derived  mainly  from  animals  slaughtered  a* 
large  abattoir  at  Canterbury  built  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood, 
but  nov7  operated  by  the  Canterbury  City  Council. 

In  December,  1954  the  City  Council  approved  the 
setting  up  of  a Consultative  Committee  for  the  running 
of  the  abattoir  and  invited  each  interested  local  authority 
to  appoint  a representative  to  serve  upon  the  Committee. 

The  interested  authorities  v7oro  those  who  consider  that 
the  Canterbury  abattoir  is  meeting  the  needs  of  their 
districts  v/holly  or  to  some  extent. 

The  Herne  Bay  U.D.C.  appointed  the  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  to  serve  upon  the 
Consultative  Committee.  It  has  no  powers  delegated  to 
it  but  is  intended  to  servo  as  a medium  for  discussion 
betv/een  the  authorities  concerned.  No  recommendations 
made  by  the  Consultative  Committee  will  bo  binding  until 
they  have  been  adopted  by  the  constituent  local 
authorities . 

V/hen  the  Government  implements  its  long  term 
policy  of  "moderate  concentration"  of  slaughtering,  the 
abattoir  at  Canterbury  will  undoubtedly  be  regarded  as 
one  which  serves  the  needs  of  Herne  Bay  and  other  neigh- 
bouring authorities. 

h meeting  was  convened  by  Canterbury  City  Council  ! 
as  long  ago  as  May,  194S  to  consider  the  future  use  of 
the  present  abattoir  v/hich  was  not  then  constructed,  but  U I 
which  the  Ministry  of  Food  had  under  consideration.  The  I . 
meeting  was  attended  by  a representative  of  the  Herne  Bay*  ^ 
Council  and  many  other  local  authorities  in  East  Kent.  ^ [

unsatisfactory  private  slaughterhouses  taken  over  and  I 

used  by  the  Ministry  since  1939*  The  Herne  Bay  Council  : 
took  a leading  part  in  securing  the  termination  of  the 
use  of  these  unfit  slaughterhouses  by  the  Ministry.

Carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  are  inspected 
after  slau:,htering  at  the  abattoir,  but  occasionly  deep-  * 
seated  bruising,  bone  taint,  abscesses  or  other 


conditions  which  cannot  be  detected  at  the  abattoir 
are  dealt  y/ith  by  your  own  inspectors,  both  of  whom 
are  qualified  inspectors  of  neat  and  other  foods. 


UNSOUND  FOOD. 


The  amount  of  food  of  all  kinds  condemned  and 
surrendered  during  the  year  was  15  cwts.  44  lbs;  this 
included  865  lbs.  of  carcase  meat  and  offal,  67  lbs. 
of  fish,  and  721  lbs.  of  tinned  food  of  all  kinds,  and 
71  lbs.  of  other  foods. 

Condemned  food  is  disposed  of  by  burial  or  by 
burning  at  the  local  gas  works. 


THE  FOOD  KYGIDNE  REGUIu’.TI ONS  , 

1955* 

In  December,  1955  the  long  awaited  Pood  Hygiene- 
Regulations  vyerc  laid  before  Parliament.  1st  January, 
1956  V7as  fixed  as  the  day  upon  which  they  were  to  come 
into  operation. 

The  regulations  laid  dov/n  requirements  in 
respect  of  cleanliness  of  food  premises  and  stores, 
etc.,  and  of  apparatus  and  cq.uipment,  the  hygienic 
handling  of  food,  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged 
in  the  handling  of  food  and  of  their  clothing,  and  the 
action  to  be  taken  \7hcre  they  suffer  from,  or  are 
carriers  of,  certain  infection.  The  regulations  are 
also  concerned  v/ith  the  construction  of  food  premises, 
the  repair  and  maintenance  of  food  premises,  stalls, 
vehicles,  etc.,  and  the  facilities  to  be  provided. 

The  temperature  is  specified  at  v/hich  certain  foods 
that  arc  particularly  liable  to  transmit  disease  arc 
to  be  kept  in  food  premises. 

borne  of  the  nev/  regulations  have  deferred 
application  until  the  1st  July,  1956.  These  call  for 
some  measure  of  re-organisation  and  financial  outlay 
so  a respite  of  six  months  is  not  unreasonable. 

The  definition  of  "business”  is  very  wide  and 
includes  within  its  scope  school  canteens  and  similar 
undertakings  about  v/hich  there  v;as  previously  some 
doubt  as  to  'v/hether  they  could  be  controlled  by  food 
legislation.  Such  premises,  together  y/ith  over  200 
food  premises  of  other  kinds  at  Herne  Bay,  need  to  be 
inspected  to  secure  compliance  \/ith  the  regulations. 
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The  regulations  are  v/elcomed  by  Health 
^authorities  as  a big  step  forv/ard,  and  should  do  nuch 
to  improve  food  handling  and  prevent  food-borne 
infection. 

The  Minister,  in  his  circular  19/53>  has  urged 
that  these  food  regulations  should  bo  continually 
supple4vjnted  v/ith  publicity  and  education  in  order 
that  food  handlers  and  the  general  public  nay  alv/ays 
have  before  then  the  importance  of  good  hygienic 
practice.  It  is  ny  intention  during  the  early  part 
of  1956  to  make  contact  v/ith  every  food  trader  in  the 
town  to  make  known  the  provisions  of  the  regulations. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  provisions 
of  a local  byelav/  made  in  195^  arc  now  included  in 
the  i ood  Hygiene  Regulations.  I refer  to  the  prohibi- 
tion of  wrapping  unprotected  food  (other  than  uncooked 
vegetables^)  in  newspapers  and  other  printed  materials 
of  a similar  nature. 


FOOD  PRHMI&E&. 

During  1955?  31 S visits  were  made  to  inspect  ’ 
food  premises,  including  places  v/hcre  food  is  prepared, 
and  to  restaurant  kitchens.  They  v/cre  found  generally 
to  be  maintained  to  a satisfactory  standard. 


ICE  CR-EJll 

Premises  at  which  ice  cream  is  manufactured  or 
sold  are  subject  to  control  by  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act. 
The  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  is  controlled  by 
the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 

iit  the  end  of  1955  ^ total  of  79  premises  were 
registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  and  2 to  manu- 
facture and  sell  ice  cream.  Locally,  one  trader  only 
manufactures  ice  cream,  and  he  uses  the  "hot-mix”  method. 
During  the  year  one  nev/  registration  was  approved  for 
the  sale  of  v/rapped  ice  cream. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  ice  cream  is  sold  at 
4&  cafes,  inns,  and  restaurants  v/hich  do  not  require 
to  be  registered  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  net.
